He would stop it if h e could do so 
with th e present ch ief of police or h e 
would get a new onq^ He furth er 
stated th at h e h ad no friends to re­ 
ward or axes to grind, and wh atever 
h e did would be with a sense of duty.

was unanimously 
elected president of th e council for 
th e remainder of th e term. 
Th e council th en adjourned to meet 
in special session for th e purpose of 
electing a municipal judge to fill th e 
vacancy. 
C. E. Ch ipperfield was 
nominated and received th e unan­ 
imous vote for th e position and was 
declared elected,

Wheatley arose and thanked the 
gentlemen for the honor, stating that 
he should endeavor to give the city a 
good government and that his efforts 
should be turned toward reformation 
in regard to the gambling in the city. 
He would stop it if he could do so 
with the present chief of police or he 
would get a new p n ^ H e further 
stated that he had n<5 friends to re­ 
ward or axes to grind, and whatever 
he did would be with a sense of duty. 
Mr. Hagberg 
was unanimously 
elected president of the council for 
the remainder of the term. 
The council then adjourned to meet 
in special session for the purpose of 
electing a municipal judge to fill the 
vacancy. 
C. E. Chipperfield was 
nominated and received the unan­ 
imous vote for the position and was 
declared elected, after which the 
special session adjourned.

The War Department Making 
Preparation For a Win­ 
ter C mpaign. 


W H E R E IS SIT T IN G BULL?

nas been in W ashington since last S aturday 
night, in d aily co n su ltatio n w ith Secretary 
Proctor, G en. Schofield and S ecretary No 
hie, upon m atters relatin g to th e Indian 
situ atio n in th e N orthw est, le itlo r C hicago 
to-day.

The conspiracy extend* to more 
different tribes th a t have heretofore t*een hos­ 
tile, but ttiat arc now in full sym pathy with 
each other, and ace scattered over a larger area 
of country than in the whole hintory of Indian 
warfare, 
ft is a more comprehensive plot tbau 
anything ever inspired by the prophet Tecumseh 
or even Pontiac. The caules of th!# difficulty 
are easy of location. Insufficient food supplies, 
religious delusion and the innate disposition of 
the savage to go to war must be held responsi­ 
ble.” 
"Are the campaisu preparation# on the part 
of the government complete?” w as asked. 
"Not quite." replied Un- general. “ Everything 
will be ready in a few days, though. Troops 
and supplies are en route aud will be available 
very speedily. 
All that is possible is being don* 
to encourage the loyal and reduce the number 
and in ti ueuee of tile hostile, and in this way an 
outbreak may la* averted.

Tbe suggestions m ade by him 
are earnestly com m ended to tbe consideration 
of congress, though they cannot ail be given p ar­ 
ticular m eutiou here. 
The several nets of congress looking to the re­ 
duction of the larger Indian reservations, to the 
m ore rap id settlem ent of the Indians up on indi­ 
vidual allotm ents, and the resto ratio n to the 
p ublic dom ain of lands in exceas of their needs, 
have been largely carried in to effect, so far as 
tlie work was confided to tbe executive. 
Agree­ 
m ents have been concluded since M arch 4,1889 , 
Involving the cession to the United H tates of 
abo ut 1 4,726,000 acres of land. These con­ 
tra c ts have, as required by law, been subm it ted 
to congress for ratification and for the ap 
p riatio n s necessary to carry them into 
Those w ith the Misseton and W ahp eton, Hac and 
Fox, 
Iow a 
P o ttaw attam ie* 
and absentee 
Shawnee# and Cu*ur d'Alene tribes have n o t re­ 
ceived the sanction of congress. 
A ttention is 
also called to the fact th a t the ap p rop riations 
m ade in the case of the Sioux Indians have no t 
covered all the stip ulated p aym ents. 
This 
should be p rom p tly corrected. 
If an agreem ent 
is confirm ed all of its term s should be comp lied 
with w ithout delay and full ap p reciations should 
be made. 
The p olicy outlined in my last annual message 
in relation to the p atenting of lands to settlers 
up on the p ublic dom ain has been carried o ut iu 
the ad m inistration of tbe laud office. 
No gen­ 
eral susp icion or im p utation of fraud has been 
allowed to delay the bearing and adjudication 
of individual cases u|*on their m erits. The p ur­ 
p ose has been to |>erteet the title of honest se t­ 
tlers with such p rom p tness th a t the value of 
the entry might not he • wallowed up by the ex- 
(lenses and ex to rtio n s to which delay subjected 
the claim ant. The average m onthly issue of 
agricultural p aten ts has been increased about 
O.iMXi. 
Tbe disability p ension act, which was ap ­ 
p roved on the 27th ot June last, has been p ut 
into op eration as rap idly as was p racticable. 
Tbe increased clerical fores* p rovided was se­ 
lected and unsigned to work, and a considerable 
p a rt of the force engaged in exam inations on 
the field was recalled and added to the working 
force ol tbe office. 
The exam ination and adju­ 
dication of claim s have, by reason of im p roved 
m ethods, been m ore rap id th an ever before. 
There is no econom y to the governm ent in de­ 
lay, while there is much hardship and injustice 
to the soldier. The anticip ated exp enditure, 
while very large, will no t, it is believed, be iu ex­ 
cess of the estim ates m ade before tbe enactm ent 
of the law. 
This libera! enlargem ent of the gen­ 
eral law should suggest a m ore careful scrutiny 
of bills for siiecfal relief, both as to the casts 
where relief is granted and as to the am ount al­ 
lowed. 
The increasing num bers and influeuoe of the 
non-M orm on p ortion in U tah are observed with 
satisfaction. The recent letter of Witford Wood-* 
ruff, p resident of the M ormon church, iu which 
he advised his p eop le “ to refrain from c o n tract­ 
ing an y m arriage forbidden by law ," has a t ­ 
tracted wide atten tio n , and it is hop ed th a t its 
influence will be highly beneficial iu restraining 
all infractions of tbe laws of the United Htates. 
H ut the fact should not be overlooked th a t the 
doctrine o r belief of the church th a t p olygam ous 


session, some other bills of tbe highest impor­ 
tance were well adv anced toward a final v ote, 
and now stand upon ttie calendars of tbe two 
houses in fav ored |*ositious. The present ses­ 
sion has a fixed limit, and it these measures are 
not now brought to a liual v ote, all tbe work 
that has been done upon them by this congress 
is logt.

T R A D E A N D IN D U S T R Y . 


H ie C o n d itio n s T h ro u g h o u t th e C on n try 
Show a M a rked Im p ro v em en t. 
The general trad e and in d us tria l conditions 
throughout the country during the year h a w 
shown a m arked im p rovem ent. 
F o r m any 
years p rior to 1888 the m erchandise balances of 
foreign trad e had been largely iu our favor, but 
during th a t year and the year following they 
turned against uh . It is very gratifying to kuow 
th a t the last fiscal year again show s a balance 
in our favor of over # 68,000,000. 
The bank 
clearings, which furnish a gooff test of the vol 
unte of business tran sacted , for the first ten 
m onths of the year 189 0 show, as com p ared 
with the sam e m onths of 1889. an increase for 
the whole country of abo ut 8.4 p er cent, while 
the increase outside of tbe city of New York was 
over 13 p er cent. 
During the m onth of October 
the clearings of the wlioie country showed 
hii 
increase of 8.1 |*er cent over October, 1S89, 
while outside of New York the increase wan 111, 
p er cent. 
These figures show th a t the increase 
in the volum e of business w as very general 
throughout 1 lie country. 
T lm t thi-* larger busi­ 
ness w as being conducted up on a sale and p rofit­ 
able basis is shown by the fact th a t there were 
800 less failures rep orted in Octol>er, 1890, th a n 
in the sam e m onths oi the p receding year, with 
liabilities diminished by about # 30,000.000. 
The value of our exp orts of dom estic mer­ 
chandise during the last year was over $ 115,- 
000,000 g reaterth a n the p receding year, am i whs 
only exceeded once iu our history. 
A bout 
# 100,000,000 of this excess was in agricultural 
p roducts. The p roduction of p ig iron—alw ays a 
good geug* of general p rosp erity—is shown by a 
recent census bulletin to be 18..» 3 p er cent 
greater iu 189 0 th an in 1880, and the p roduc­ 
tio n of at eel 29 0 js r le n t greater. 
Mining in 
coat has iiad 110 lim itation excep t th a t resulting 
from deficient tran sp o rtatio n . The general te*» 
tim ony is th a t labo r is everywhere fully ein- 
p lo # ed, and the rep orts for the last year show a 
sm aller nurnfter of em p loyes affected by strikes 
and lockouts th an iu any year since 1881. 
The 
dep ression in the p rices of agricultural p roducts 
had been greatly relieved and a buoyant and 
hop eful tone was beginning to be felt by ail our 
p eop le. 
These p rom ising influences have been in some 
degree checked by* the surp rising and very un­ 
favorable m onetary events which have recently 
taken p lace in England. It is gratifying to know 
th a t these did not grow in any degree o ut of the 
financial relations of Loudon w ith our p eop le 
o r out of an y discredit attached to our securi­ 
ties held in th a t m arket. 
The return of our 
bonds and stocks was caused by a m oney strin ­ 
gency in England, no t by any loss of value or 
credit in the securities themselves. 
We could 
not, however, wholly escaj« e the iii effects of a 
foreign m onetary agitation aceom p auled bv 
such ex trao rd in ary incidents as characterized 
this. 
It is not believed, however, th a t tiiere 
evil incidents, which have tor the tim e, unfavor­ 
able affected values in this conntry. can long 
w ithstand the strong, safe, and wholesome in­ 
fluences wh eh are op erating to give the p eoule 
p rofitable returns iu ait branches of legitim ate 
trad e industry. 
Tbe ap p rehension th a t our ta r ­ 
iff m ay be subjected to 
im p o rtan t general 
changes would undoubtedly add a dep ressing in­ 
fluence of tin* m ost serious character.

If any Intelligent and loyal com p any of Amer 
icau citizens were required to catalogue tbee-* 
seutial conditions of national life, I do not 
d o ubt th a t with absolute unanim ity they would 
begin with "F ree and holiest elections." And it 
is gratifying to kuow th a t generally there is a 
growing aud non-p artisan dem and for better 
election Irwb. 
B ut agaiuwt this sign ol bojieand 
p rogress m ust be set th e dep ressing and undeni­ 
able fact th a t election laws aud m ethod* are 
sometime* cunningly contrived to secure m inor 
ity control, while violence com p letes the sh o rt­ 
comings of fraud. 
lu m y last annual message I suggested th a t 
the develop m ent of the existing law p roviding a 
federal sup ervision of congressional election* of­ 
fered au effective m ethod of reform ing these 
abuses. The need of such a Jaw has m anifested 
itself in m any p a rts of the country and its 
wholesome restrain ts and p enalties will be use­ 
ful in all. The co n stitutio n ality of such legisla­

ha* 
been 
affirmed 
by the sup rem e 
court. 
Its 
p robable 
effectiveness 
is 
evi­ 
denced by the 
character of the op p osition 
th a t is m ade to it. 
I t has been denounced as if 
it were a new exercise of federal p ower aud au 
invasion of th e rights of the state*. Nothing 
could be further from the truth . Congress has 
already fixed the tim e for the election of mem­ 
bers of congress. It has declared th a t votes tor 
m em bers of congress m ust be by w ritten or 
p rinted ballot; it has p rovided for the ap p o in t­ 
m ent, by the circuit courts in certain cases and 
up on the p etition of a certain num ber ot citi­ 
zens, of election sup ervisors, aud m ade it their 
d uty to sup ervise the registration of voters con­ 
ducted by the sta te officers; to challenge p er 
sous offering to register: to p ersonally ins|*ect 
and scrutinize tins registry lists, and to affix 
their nam es to the list* fo rth ep urp o se of identi­ 
fication aud the p revention of frauds; to atten d 
a t eiectious and rem ain w ith the boxes till the 
votes are all cast aud counted; to a tta c h to tl*e 
registry list# and election return s auy sta te ­

Oue cannot be justly charged with uufrieudii- 
ness to any tectiuu o r class wuo seek* only to* 
restrain violatious ol law s and of p ersonal 
right. 
No com m unity wi 1 find 
lawlessness 
p rofitable. No conim uuity can afford to have 
it known th a t the officers who are charged wilh 
the p reservation of tb# p ublic p eace and the re­ 
s tra in t of the crim inal classes are tliemselves 
the p roduct of fraud o r violence. The m agis­ 
tra te is then w ithout resp ect and the law w ith­ 
o ut sanction. 3'he floods qf lawlessness cannot 
be leveled and m ade to run in one channel. The 
killing of a United S tates m arshal carrying a 
w rit of a rre st for an election offense is full of 
p rom p tings aud suggestion to men who are p ur­ 
sued by a city m arshal for a crim e against life 
o r p rop erty. 
1 v enture again to remind you that ffie brief 
time remaining for the consideration of the Im­ 
portant legislation now aw aiting your a tte n tio n 
offer# :io margin for waste.

On the 22d day of August last Sir Edmund 
Monson, the arbitrator selected under the 
treaty of Dec. (I, 1888, rendered an award to 
the effect that no compensation was due 
from tin- Danish government to the United 
Nates on account of what is commonly 
known a' the Carlos-Butterfield claim.

clearings, w I licit furnish a good test of the vol­ 
ume of business transacted, for the first ten 
mouths of the year 1890 show, its compared 
with tile same mouths of 1889, an increase for 
the whole country of about 8.4 per cent, while 
tile increase outside of the city of New York was 
over 13 per cent. During the m onth of October 
Ute clearings of tile whole country showed an 
increase of 3.1 per cent over October, 1889, 
while outside of New York the increase was 11 ‘•} 
percent.

Tile general tariff act hc.s only partially gone 
iutooi*eratlou. some of its im portant provisions 
being limited to take effect a t dates yet iu the 
future. The genera! provisions of the law have 
been In force less tfiau sixty days. Its perma­ 
nent effects upon trade and price** still largely 
stand in conjecture. It is curious to note th at 
the advance in the price* of article* wholly un­ 
affected by the tariff act were by many aseri!*ed 
to th at. Notice was not taken of the fact th at 
the general tendency of the markets was upward 
from influences wholly apart from the recent 
tariff legislation. The enlargement of our cur­ 
rency by the silver bill undoubtedly gave an up- 
w'ara tendency to trade and had a marked ef­ 
fect on prices; bitt this natural and decided ef­ 
fect of the silver legislation was ny many er­ 
roneously attributed to Hie tariff act. 
There is neither wisdom nor justice in the sug­ 
gestion th at the subject of tariff revision shall 
be ojiened before this law has had a fair trial. 
It is quite true that our tariff schedules are sub­ 
ject to objections. No bill was ever framed, I 
suppose, taut in all its rate* and classifications 
had tile full approval even of a party caucus. 
Such legislation is always and necessarily the 
product ofcotuprotniseasto detains.ami the pres­ 
ent law is no exception. But in its general scone 
and effect I tbiuk it will justify the support of 
those who believe th a t American legislation 
should conserve and defend American trade aud 
the wages of American workmen. 
Tile reciprocity clause of the tariff act wisely 
and effectively opens the way to secure a large 
reciprocal tra d e in exchange for the free ad­ 
mission to our ports of certain products. The 
rigid of independent nations to make special 
reciprocal trade concessions is well established, 
and does not impair either the comity due to 
other powers, or what is known as the "favored 
nation clause,” so generally found in commercial 
treaties. W hat is given to one for an adequate 
agreed consideration 
cannot be claimed by 
another freely. The state of the revenues was 
Mien th at we could dispense with any import 
duties upon coffee, tea. hides, and the lower 
grades of sugar p.ud molasses. T hat til* large 
advantage resulting to the countries producing 
and exporting these articles by placing them on 
the free list entitled us to expect a fair return in 
the way of customs concessions upon articles 
exported by us to them was so obvious th a t to 
have gratuitous.)' abandoned this opportunity 
to enlarge our trade would have Deeu an un- 
pardonable error. 
The indications thus far given are yery favor­ 
able toactiou by the countries ironi which wv re­ 
ceive our large imports of coffee and sugar, aud 
it is confidently believed that if steam communi­ 
cation with countries is improved and enlarged, 
the next year will show a m ost gratifying in­ 
crease in our exports of breadstuffs and pro­ 
visions, as well as of some im portant lines of 
manufactured goods.

old residents. 
He was found shortly 
after 8 o’clock this morning at the 
foot of his cot where where lie had 
evidently fallen off while suffering 
from a paralytic stroke or a stroke of 
heart disease. 
His hands elapsed the 
cot and on his fact* was the peaceful 
expression of one who was still in 
deep slumber. 
The police were no­ 
tified, then the coroner and a patrol 
wagon bore th© remains to Connelly’s 
morgue.

Wheatley arose and 
thanked the 
gentlemen for the honor, stating that 
he should endeavor to give the city a 
good government and that his efforts 
should be turned toward reformation 
in regard to the gambling in the city. 
He would stop it if he could do so 
with the present chief of police or he 
would get a new one^' He further 
stated that he had no friends to re­ 
ward or axes to grind, and whatever 
he did would be with a sense of duty.

T ecum setl 
or even P on tiac. 
T he ca u ses of th is difficulty 
are ea sy ot lo ca tio n . 
Insufficient food supplies, 
religious d elusion and tb e in n ate d isp o sitio n of 
the savage to go to w ar m u st be held resp o n si­ 
ble." 
“ Are th e cam paign preparations on th e part 
of th e govern m en t com p lete?” was asked.

President Harrison Launches Some­ 
thing1 Like Twelve Thousand 
Words Upon Congress. 


In His Opinion the New Tariff Law 
Is Precisely What the Coun­ 
try Needs. 


To the Senate and H ouse o f Representa­ 
tives: 
The reports o f tlie several executive 
departm ents w hich w ill be laid belore con­ 
gress in the usual course w ill exh ib it in de­ 
tail the operations ol the governm ent lor 
the last fiscal year. 
O nly the m ore im por­ 
tant incidents and results, and chiefly such 
as m ay be the Inundation of the recoiu- 
m endations 1 .-hall subm it, w ill be reicrrcd 
to in this annual m e-sage. 
The vast a n d increasing b u sin e ss o f the 
governm ent has been transacted by the 
several departm ents during the year with 
faithfulness, energy and success. 
T he reve­ 
nues, am ounting to above $450,000,000, have 
been collected and disbursed w ithout reveal­ 
ing, so far as 1 can ascertain, a sin gle case 
ol de'aication or em bezzlem ent. 
A n earn­ 
est ellort has been m ade to stim ulate a 
sense o f responsibility and public duty in

It is notew orthy that Brazil, 
invited w hile under an im perial form o f 
governm ent, shared u> a republic in the de­ 
liberations and results o f the conference.

The legi-lathm o f congre.-s at the last ses­ 
sion is in eoiilorm tiy with the propositions 
o f the conference, and the proclam ation 
therein provided tor will be issued w hen the 
other powers have given notice of their ad­ 
hesion. 
Toward the end o l tlie past year the onjy 
independent m onarchical governm ent on 
the W estern continent, that o f Brazil, ceased 
to exist and was succeeded by a republic. 
D iplom atic relations were itf once estab­ 
lished w ith the new governm ent, but it was 
not com pletely recognized until an oppor­ 
tu n ity bud been atlorde*! to ascertain that it 
had popular approval and suppt rt. 
W hen 
the course o f events had yielded assurance 
ot this fact no tim e was lost in exten ding to 
the new governm ent a lull and eordiai w el­ 
com e into th e fam ily ot A m erican com ­ 
m onw ealths. 
It is confidently believed 
that the good relations o f the tw o countries 
w ill be preserved, and that the tuture will 
w itness an increased intim acy o f intercourse 
and an expansion o f li.eir m utual com ­ 
merce.

T h e C o n d itio n s T h r o u g h o u t t h e C o u n try 
S h e w a M a rk ed Im p r o v e m e n t. 
T he general tra d e and industrials conditions 
th ro u g h o u t the co u n try during th e year have 
show n a m arked im provem ent. 
F o r m any 
years p rio r to 1888 the m erchandise balances of 
foreign tra d e had been largely in o u r favor, bu t 
during th a t year and the year following they 
turned against us. Jt is very gratifying to know 
th a t the la st fiscal year again show s a balance 
in o u r favor of over $68,000,000. 
The bank 
clearings, which furnish a good test of tlie vol­ 
um e of business tran sacted , for th e first ten 
m onths of the year 181K) show, as com pared 
w ith the sam e m ouths of 1889, an increase for 
the whole co u n try of ab o u t 8.4 per cent, while 
the increase outside of the city of New York was 
over 18 per cent. 
D uring th e m onth of O ctober 
th e clearings of th e whole co u n try showed an 
increase of 8.1 j>er cent over O ctober, 1889, 
while outside of New York the increase was 1 l ‘s 
per ten t. 
These figures show th a t the increase 
In the volum e of business w as very general 
th ro u g h o u t t he country. T h a t th is larger busi­ 
ness w as being conducted upon a safe and profit 
able basis is show n by th e fact th a t there were 
8 00 less failures reported in O ctober, 1890, th a n 
in the sam e m onths ot the preceding year, with 
liabilities dim inished by ab o u t $50,(810,000. 
The value of ou r ex p o rts of dom estic m er­ 
chandise during the lust year was over $115,- 
0(8),uoo greater th an the preceding year, am i was 
only exceeded once in ou r history. 
A bout 
$100,000,000 of this excess w as in agricultural 
products. 
The production oi pig iron—alw ays a 
good gaug? of general prosperity—is show n by a 
recent census bulletin to be 18.53 js-r cent 
greater in 1890 th a n iu 1880, and the prod uc- 
tion of steel 290 per cent greater. 
Mining in 
coal lias had no lim itatio n except th a t result ing 
from deficient tra n sp o rta tio n . 
The general te s­ 
tim ony is th a t lab o r is everywhere fully em ­ 
ployed, and tiie rep o rts for the last year show a 
sm aller num ber of em ployes affected by strikes 
am i lockouts th a n in an y year since 1881. 
The 
depression iu the prices of agricultural products 
had been greatly relieved and a buo y an t and 
hopeful tone was beginning to lie felt by ail our 
people. 
These prom ising influences have l>een in som e 
degree checked by the surprising and very un­ 
favorable m onetary events which have recently 
taken place in Kngland. It is gratifying to know 
th a t these did no t grow iu any degree o u t of the 
financial relations of L oudon w ith out people 
o r o u t of an y discredit attach ed to o u r securi­ 
ties held in th a t m arket. The retu rn of our 
bonds and stocks was caused by a m oney s trin ­ 
gency in Kngland, n o t by an y loss of value or 
credit in the securities them selves. 
We could 
n o t, however, wholly escape the ill effects of a 
foreign m onetary ag itatio n accom panied bv 
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allowed to delay th e hearing and adjudication 
j of individual cases upon their m erits. 
The pur- 
; pose lias been to perfect the title of honest set- 
] tiers w ith such prom ptness th a t the value of 
the en try m ight no t be sw allowed up by the ex ­ 
c u s e s and e x to rtio n s to which delay subjected 
the claim ant.

The Indications th u s far given are yery fa v o r­ 
able to actio n by tbe countries lrom which we re­ 
ceive o u r large im ports of coffee au d sugar, and 
it is confidently believed th a t if steam com m uni­ 
cation w ith countries is im proved and enlarged, 
tiie next y ear will show a m o st gratifying in­ 
crease in o u r ex p o rts of breadstuffs and p ro ­ 
visions, a s well as of som e im p o rtan t lines of 
m anufactured goods.

Dasher and Fireman Horton, of the 
runaway train, were killed and two 
brakemen were fatally injured, and 
one brakeman is missing.

ceased was a man of family.

Mrs. James E. Goodman received 
a telegram from Minneapolis on Wed­ 
nesday morning bringing the sad 
news of the sudden death of her fath­ 
er, and she started on the noon train 
for that city.

It was a singular death reported to 
Coroner Towers this morning. 
An 
old and trusted employe of a great 
railway corporation, stationed as a 
night switchman at the most import­ 
ant railway junction in the city, had 
thrown his last switch and lay stretch­ 
ed out dead in his little watch house 
at 1st street and 4th avenue N. 
The 
trains that thundered past him at an 
early hour in the morning, on their 
way to the far west or east, disturbed 
him not, and the passengers slumber­ 
ed on, all unconscious of the fact that 
a most important guardian of the safe­ 
ty of the rail lay dead at his post. 
* The dead man was J. S. Palmetier, 
once roadmaster of the Minneapolis 
& St. Louis road, and well known to 
old residents. 
He was found shortly 
after 8 o’clock this morning at the 
foot of his cot where where he had 
evidently fallen off while suffering 
from a paralytic stroke or a stroke of 
heart disease. 
His hands elapsed the 
cot and on his fact? was the peaceful 
expression of one who was still in 
deep slumber. The police were no­ 
tified, then the coroner and a patrol 
wagon bore the remains to Connelly’s 
morgue. 
Death had evidently oc­ 
curred only a short time, for the body 
was still warm. 
The deceased was a 
man of about GO years of age and has 
several grown up children. 
One, a 
son, is a switchman, and was at the 
spot when the remains were borne 
away. 
He said his father had suffer­ 
ed from a paralytic stroke about two 
years ago. 
A post-mortem examina­ 
tion, however, will be held. 
He was 
roadmaster for the St. Louis road 
some 10 years ago, and was held in 
high regard by the company. 
His 
wife has been dead several years.
